FOG SIGNALLING. 

Experiment with New System Made by 
Light Home Board. 

The government lighthouse board 
has been making experiments with a 
new system of fog signaling at Faulk- 
ner's island, in the sound, near the 
Thimble islands, beyond New Haven, 
Conn. 

The princi pie of the new invention, 
lays tho New York Herald, was test- 
ed last year and found correct, and 
this year the complete apparatus has 
been put up. It consists of eight 
megaphones, ten feet long, each di- 
rected to a different point of the com- 
pass. The small ends of these eight 
megaphones meet in a ring, inside 
" ch is a revolving cowl, which turns 
on the top of a siren. This liren is 
kept constantly spinning at the rate 
of 2,000 revolution a minute, anfl 
when compressed air is admitted lo 
it it gives forth a very penetrating and 
far-rcaehing sound, about C in the 

middle octavo. 

Compressed air is supplied to a 
lorge reservoir by an oil engine which 
runs at a high speed. From this 
reservoir the air is taken to the siren 
through an oddly constructed valte, 
by means of which a current of air 
at a pressure of 200 pounds, passing 
through a two-inch pipe, can be eon- 
trolled by a touch of the finger. This 
valve is operated by a series of teeth 
on a 8ignul wheel, which revolves 
slowly, producing different signals as 
each of the different megaphones 
comes into range of the revolving 
cowl. 

These signals consist of long and 
short blasts, the long ones being three 
seconds each and the short ones one 
second each. The eight points of the 
:ompass are distinguished by the dif- 
ference in these signals. Opposite 
points have exac tly opposite signals, 
that for north, for instance, being one 
long blast and for south one short 
blast. For east it is one long and om 
short, and for wesl one short and on 
long. For southeast it is one Ion; 
and two short, and for northwest two 
short and one long. For southwest it 
is two short and for northeast two 
long. 

These signals announce to the 
mariner the direction from which the 
sound comes, so that if a fMM] MM 
passing Falkner's island and heard 
two short blasts it would know that 
Falkner's island must be southwest 
of it. It could not hear any other 
signal but the one pointed toward it,

The syrup made of tar-water and 
loaf-sugar, mullein and horehound 
jp, are well-known cures for 
colds. Pennyroyal or sage tea 
etened with honey is an excel- 
lent remedy for a cold in its early 
tages.
